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INVESTIGATION: 

In his Initiation Report dated 06 August 2003, Sergeant Kevin Glover, #1587, Unit 
620, related Police Agent Bridget McLaughlin was arrested for Battery to a Police Officer and 
Obstruction of Justice when she tried to ta ke her son by force during the course of a homicide 
investigation by Area Two Detective Division personnel. Agent 

McLaughlin pushed Detective Milton Owens several times in an attempt to remove her son after she 
was informed by Commander Green that her son needed to remain in the Area. Agent McLaughlin 
became very combative and had to be taken into custody. (Att. 2). 

Department reports indicate that Agent McLaughlin was released (sic) of her police 
powers due to her arrest on 06 August 2003 by Internal Affairs Sergeant Ronald Martin. The 
investigation conducted by Sergeant Martin revealed that Agent McLaughlin attempted to forcibly 
remove her son, from the interview room without permisgioj^hileDetective 

Owens was conducting an interview. When Commander Green explained that 
could not leave yet. Agent McLaughlin pushed Detective Owens several times with her hands as he 
was standing between her and her son. Detective Owens was not injured. Agent McLaughlin then 
became combative with Area Two personnel and was taken into custody and forcibly detained in an 
interview room to await the arrival of the Acting Assistant Deputy Superintendent. (Att. 4,5,6,7,8, 
9,10,12). 


The Arrest report for Agent McLaughlin indicates she did not resist when she was 
arrested and was charged with Obstruction of a Peace Officer and Battery after shoving the 
investigating detective with her hands. (Att. 15). 

The General Offense Case Report for Aggravated Battery of a Police Officer 
indicates Detective Owens was assigned the follow-up investigation of the 
murder of a department membej^Agen^lcLaughli^ son was being questioned in front of her by 
Detective Owens, conceming^H^H^^I^^I knowledge of the homicide. During the 
investigation, Agent McLaughlin became unruly and began to yell and shout at Detective Owens in 
an effort to impede the progression of the investigation. Agent McLaughlin was asked to lower her 
voice; however, she became belligerent and uncooperative, physically attacking Detective Owens by 
shoving him in the presence of Department supervisors. (Att. 13). 

The Tactical Response Report completed by Detective Owens and Lieutenant Janice 
Roche indicated Detective Owens only utilized verbal commands and escort holds in response to 
Agent McLaughlin’s actions of pulling away, struggling and attacking without a weapon. (Att. 22). 
Lieutenant Roche interviewed Agent McLaughlin, who related there was a “conflict” between her 
being treated as a private citizen and a police officer. Agent McLaughlin related she believed the 
investigating detectives wanted to interview her son alone and that she was ordered to leave the 
building without her son, despite the fact that her son was not under arrest. Agent McLaughlin 
admitted to becoming very emotional and loud and insisted on leaving with her son. Agent 
McLaughlin alleged she was then given a direct order to stay at the Area. At one point the 
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INVESTIGATION (continued): 

conversation moved to just outside the commanding officer’s office with her son inside the office 
while she was in the hallway with Detective Owens standing in the doorway. Agent McLaughlin 
related she told Detective Owens that she was leaving with her son and then reached under his arm, 
grabbing her son by the wrist in an attempt to leave with him. Detective Owens then said, “Don’t 
touch me. Don’t put your hand on me. You pushed me.” Agent McLaughlin related she was then 
placed into custody. 

Detective Owens related to Lieutenant Roche that he had been in an interview room . 
with Agent McLaughlin and her son, who was being questioned about his information regarding the 
shooting death of an off-duty police sergeant. During the course of the investigation, it was revealed 
that Stephen McLaughlin had given deceptive statements as to his knowledge of the crime, as well as 
admitting to having thoughts of harming his mother and himself with his mother’s weapon. Agent 
McLaughlin then became very angry and wanted to strike her son. Detective Owens instructed 
Agent McLaughlin not to strike her son, but to leave the room with him, which she did. After 
speaking with her son. Agent McLaughlin started yelling that she was taking her son home. When 
Detective Owens requested she lower her voice. Agent McLaughlin pushed Detective Owens with an 
open hand. Detective Owens related he cautioned her that any further physical contact on her part 
would result in her being placed under arrest. Agent McLaughlin screamed again that she was 
leaving. Detective Owens informed Agent McLaughlin that his sergeant would have to be notified 
first; Sergeant Walsh informed her that the commander would need to be consulted. All parties 
relocated to the Commander’s office, where after some discussion. Agent McLaughlin pushed 
Detective Owens out of the doorway from behind and stated that she wanted to get her son and leave. 
Detective Owens then attempted to escort Agent McLaughlin to an interview room, but she refused 
to go. Detective Owens grabbed her arms when she struggled and escorted her into a room. Once in 
the room. Agent McLaughlin began to holler and bang on the door. After being warned, she was 
handcuffed to the wall. 

Lieutenant Roche concluded that the member’s actions were in compliance with 
Department procedures and directives. (Att. 22). 

Detective Owens completed an Officer’s Battery Report, indicating he was hit with 
hands and fists but sustained no apparent injury as a result. Detective Owens further indicated he- 
was shoved in the back when Agent McLaughlin attempted to remove her son from the Area. When 
Detective Owens told her not to push him, Agent McLaughlin shoved him again. (Att. 23). 

Booking photographs of Agent McLaughlin show no obvious sign of pain or 
distress. (Att. 16-C). 

Cook County Court records indicate that the charges against Agent McLaughlin 
were stricken from the docket with leave to reinstate on 30 June 2004. (Att. 90, 111). 
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In a statement with OPS on 25 September 2003, Acting Assistant Depnty 
Superintendent Commander James Jackson related on 06 August 2003, he responded to Area 2 
Detective Division upon being notified of an officer’s arrest. (Att. 30). Upon his arrival. 
Commander Jackson was notified that Agent McLaughlin had shoved Detective Owens. 
Commander Jackson spoke to Detective Owens who informed him that during the interviewing of 
Agent McLaughlin’s son, she became upset with the conduct of the investigation and invoked her 
rights to not have her son interviewed by the police. Agent McLaughlin then became combative and 
. shoved Detective Qwens.. When Detective Owens instructed her not to do it again, die shoved him in 
a provoking manner, resulting in her arrest by Detective Owens. 

Agent McLaughlin informed Commander Jackson that she was upset with the 
direction of the questions being asked of her son by Detective Owens and so she had invoked her 
rights that she did not want her child being questioned further and that she wanted to leave. Agent 
McLaughlin related she reached past Detective Owens to grab her child from the interview room. 
Agent McLaughlin did not admit to having any physical contact with Detective Owens to 
Commander Jackson. Agent McLaughlin further failed to report to Commander Jackson that anyone 
had given her direct orders during the incident, whether they be to stay or to leave the Area. (Att. 
30). 


In a statement with OPS on 23 October 2003, witness Lieutenant Janice Roche, 
who was not a witness to the incident, related in essence the same account as she provided in the 
Tactical Response Report (Att. 22), which she completed. (Att. 61). 

In a statement with OPS on 08 October 2003, accused Commander Walter Green 
related on 06 August 2003, he was in his office in the Area 2 Detective Division when he heard a 
loud female voice shouting profanities. (Att. 54). Sergeant Walsh and Detective Owens, along with 
Agent McLaughlin, entered Commander Green’s office where Agent McLaughlin continued to shout 
that she wanted to leave the Area and that she was being denied that ability. Commander Green 
asked Sergeant Walsh what was happening and was informed that during the inteivie^)f^^|^H| 
Agent McLaughlin became enraged when it was mentioned that^m^^^^^^^^^j 
might be involved in the homicide of Sergeant Skroch, as well as planning to kill her. Commander 
Green requested Agent -McLaughlin -calm down, sit down. and. explain whaLthe ,problem.was^- 
however, she refused and asked if he was giving a direct order for her to stay in the office. 
Commander Green advised Agent McLaughlin that he was not giving her such an order. Agent 
McLaughlin then asked if she was free to leave, and Commander Green answered in the affirmative. 

Agent McLaughlin then grabbed her son, who had been sitting down, and started to 
leave, at which time Sergeant Walsh and Detective Owens both said, “Wait a minute.” Commander 
Green the questioned SergeantWalshandDetective Owens regarding the status of the investigation 

and the arrest status Commander Green requested Sergeant Walsh enter the 

inner office, which he did. Shortly thereafter, the sound of chairs moving in the outer part of the 
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INVESTIGATION (continued): 

office could be heard and Detective Owens was heard telling Agent McLaughlin to stop pushing him 
and putting her hands on him. Upon exiting the inner office, Commander Green observed Agent 
McLaughlin pushing Detective Owens out of the doorway, yelling and screaming at him, while 
pulling on her son’s arm. Upon Commander Green’s instruction to stop. Agent McLaughlin calmed 
slightly; however, when Commander Green and Sergeant Walsh returned to the inner office, Agent 
McLaughlin was again heard yelling. Commander Green and Sergeant Walsh returned to the outer 
office and observed Agent McLaughlin pushing Detective Owens. Commander Green then gave the 
order to have Agent McLaughlin arrested. Agent McLaughlin was taken to an interview, room, while. ,.. 
her son,^^^| was taken downstairs to his grandfather, who was waiting for them. Commander 
Green did not seeAgentMcLaughlin again that night. Commander Green denied detaining Agent 
McLaughlin and^|^^|^^|^^^mlawfully, explaining that at no time did he give or observe a 
direct order given to Agent McLaughlin. Furthermore, he explained she was free to leave, as soon as 
the status of her son was ascertained. (Att. 54). 

In a statement with OPS on 15 October 2003, accused Sergeant Dennis Walsh 
related on 05 August 2003, he was in his office in the Area 2 Detective Division when Detective 
Owens stepped in and asked him to come and speak to Agent McLaughlin. (Att. 57). As Sergeant 
Walsh approached her. Agent McLaughlin was standing in the hallway and appeared upset. Sergeant 
Walsh explained he had heard her yelling prior to his exiting his office. Sergeant Walsh asked Agent 
McLaughlin what the problem was, and she began yelling that the interview was over and she did not 
want her son to be asked anything further. Agent McLaughlin then related she wanted to leave with 
her son. Sergeant Walsh requested Agent McLaughlin stay because her son was part of an on-going 
homicide investigation, which was not yet concluded. Agent McLaughlin continued to scream, 
stating that she wanted to leave and that they could not keep her there. Sergeant Walsh asked Agent 
McLaughlin to wait long enough so that he could speak to Detective Owens and Commander Green. 

Sergeant Walsh and Detective Owens, along with Agent McLaughlin and her son, 
relocated to the Commander’s office, all the while Agent McLaughlin was yelling and shouting, 
asking if Sergeant Walsh was giving her a “lawful” order. Sergeant Walsh entered Commander 
Green’s inner office and shortly thereafter heard a “commotion,” screaming and furniture moving, 
coming from the outer office. Sergeant Walsh moved back towards the outer office and observed 
Detective Owens standing in'th&^doorway^to the-outer offioe'^and ^the “hallway,"‘with Ageritf^- - - 

McLaughlin standing in the hallway while her son was inside the office. Sergeant Walsh then 
observed Agent McLaughlin shove Detective Owens. Commander Green then told Detective Owens 
to place Agent McLaughlin under arrest. Sergeant Walsh denied giving Agent McLaughlin any 
direct orders or hearing anyone give her any orders. Sergeant Walsh denied the allegation against 
him. (Att. 57). 

In a statement with OPS on 03 October 2003, accused Sergeant Kevin Glover 
related he was in the Commander’s office with Commander Green when Sergeant Walsh, Detective 
Owens and Agent McLaughlin entered. (Att. 42). Sergeant Glover related someone informed 
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Commander Green that Agent McLaughlin wanted to leave the Area with her son, and Commander 
Green related she could leave. Sergeant Glover observed Detective Owens standing between Agent 
McLaughlin and her son in the outer office when she moved towards Detective Owens and he heard 
Detective Owens state, “Don’t put your hands on me.” Agent McLaughlin then reached around 
Detective Owens a second time and made physical contact with Detective Owens in the manner of 
her putting her hand on him, near his shoulder. Sergeant Glover then left the room and did not see 
anything further. Sergeant Glover denied detaining Agent McLaughlin on 05/06 August 2003, and 
further-denied having any part in the incident except when he was instructejfbyCominandet Gr.een. 
to initiate a Complaint Register Number. (Att. 42). 


In a statement with OPS on 19 February 2004, accused Sergeant Milton Owens 
related on 05 August 2003, he was assigned to investigate the shooting of off-duty Chicago Police 
Sergeant Francis Skroch. (Att. 88). During the investigation. Agent McLaughlin’s was 

mentioned in connection with the death of SergeantSkrochjaswell as in a plan to kill Agent 
McLaughlin. During the questioning of Agent McLaughlin became 

emotionally distraught when she found out that her son was planning on killing her. Detective 
Owens then suggested a break and walked Agent McLaughlin and her son to a rear office, allowing 
her to speak to her son in private. A short time later. Detective Owens was able to hear Agent 
McLaughlin raising her voice through the closed door. When Agent McLaughlin exited th^oom, 
she was speaking on her cell phone and then started screaming at Detective Owens, asking if^^^H 
was under arrest. Detective Owens asked Agent McLaughlin what was wrong and 
instructed her to calm down. Agent McLaughlin continued to scream and then she disconnected with 
whomever she had been conversing with on the phone. Agent McLaughlin continued to ask if her 
son was under arrest, and Detective Owens continued to tell her that her son was not 


Detective Owens and Agent McLaughlin, along with her son, walked towards the 
homicide office, where Agent McLaughlin engaged in a brief conversation with Sergeant Walsh, 
who asked her to go into the Commander’s office so that they could confer with him. Once in the 
Commander’s office, Agent McLaughlin continued to scream, asking if her son was under arrest. 
Commander Green requested he be allowed to confer with Sergeant Walsh to find out what was 
going on. Agent McLaughlin and her son then stepped out of the CommandeL^offic^nto the 
■ Commander’s secretary’s office.' Detective Owensrelatedheapproached 

was seated and crying, in an attempt to comfort him. Detective Owens t hen turned to speak to A gent 
McLaughlin, who was still screaming, and then he turned back towards tell 

him everything was going to be okay. When Detective Owens turned back towards HIH 
Agent McLaughlin pushed Detective Owens in the back, near the upper shoulder area. 
Detective Owens then turned to face Agent McLaughlin and asked her why she had pushed him. 
Detective Owens also told Agent McLaughlin not to touch him again. Agent McLaughlin, in 
response, then struck Detective Owens in the chest. Detective Owens told Agent McLaughlin she 
was under arrest and asked her if she had a weapon on her. When Detective Owens told Agent 
McLaughlin they were going to be going to an interview room, she resisted and started to flail her 
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INVESTIGATION (continued): 

arms. Once in the interview room with the door closed. Agent McLaughlin continued to scream and 
bang on the door. Detective Owens re-entered the room and handcuffed Agent McLaughlin to the 
wall. Detective Owens denied speaking to ^^^^^^^^^^^Jagain and had no further contact 
with Agent McLaughlin that night. Detective Owens denied the allegation against him. (Att 88). 

In a statement with OPS on 21 July 2004, accused Police Agent Bridget 
McLaughlin related on 05 August 2003, she went to Area 2 because the detectives wanted to speak 
tp, her. son, concerning the shooting death of Sergeant Slqroch. (Att. 110). 

During the questioning. Agent McLaughlin admitted to becoming upset because it appeared the 
detective was attempting to implicate her son in the conspiracy of murder. Detective Owens 
requested they all “take a break” during the interviewing, and Agent McLaughlin was directed to a 
back room in order to speak to her son in private. 

Alter speaking to^^^^^ Agent McLaughlin telephoned her father and requested he 
come and pick them up. As they left the room. Detective Owens was standing at the end of the 
hallway and attempted to convince Agent McLaughlin to continue with the questioning. Detective 
Owens stuck his finger in Agent McLaughlin ’ s face and told her that either she lower her voice or he 
would arrest her. Agent McLaughlin, however, denied speaking even in a loud voice at this time. 
Agent McLaughlin continuecHtMnsist that no more questions would be asked of her son. Agent 
McLaughlin also asked if^^^J was under arrest and was informed that he was not. When Agent 
McLaughlin stated that they were then free to leave. Detective Owens insisted they stay and he 
summoned Sergeant Walsh, who after Agent McLaughlin told him they wanted to leave, issued a 
direct order for her to stay. Agent McLaughlin, in response, told Sergeant Walsh that his issuance of 
the direct order was unlawful and in violation of her civil rights. 

Sergeant Walsh and Detectiv^Owens^lon^with Agent McLaughlin and her son, 
then went into Commander Green’s office. remained in the anteroom, while 

Agent McLaughlin spoke to Commander Green, who told her that it was very important to continue 
the questioning of^^^J Agent McLaughlin told Commander Green that they would be happy to 
return the next morning to continue the questioning, but that she wished to leave with her son. After 
some discussion. Commander Green made a gesture that Agent McLaughlin took to mean, “go 
>. ahead” anddeavejhoweverj Commander, Green^didnot verbally tell her sheswas free toJeave. a ,A gent 
McLaughlin then left the Commander’s inner office and started to leave with ^^^^fwhile 
Detective Owens shouted at Commander Green. Agent McLaughlin, however, was unable to leave 
the office as Sergeant Walsh and two other detectives blocked the exit. Sergeant Walsh then gave 
Agent McLaughlin another direct order to leave the Area without her son. Agent McLaughlin, 
admitte dly, becam e agitated and somehow walked out of the room. When she turned back around to 
look for^^^^B Agent McLaughlin saw that Detective Owens had inserted himself between her and 
|^|^^^Detective Owens ha d his arms outreached in the doorway when Agent McLaughlin 
attempted to reach for^^^^Bunder Sergeant Owens' right arm. Detective Owens shifted to the 
right, and Agent McLaughmnhen reached under Sergeant Owens’ left arm and grabbed hold of 
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INVESTIGATION (continued): 

Agent McLaughlin denied making any physical contact with Detective Owens. During this 
whole time, howeve^Sergeant Owens was stating, “Don’t touch me.” After Agent McLaughlin 
grabbed hold Sergeant Walsh stated, “That’s it. Lock her up.” Detective Owens turned 

around and told Agent McLaughlin that she was under arrest and brought her back into the anteroom. 

Agent McLaughlin was asked if she had a weapon on her. 

Agent McLaughlin began to cry hysterically, invoking^^^^Hright to remain silent 
and requesting to speak to an attorney as she was escorted to an interview room in handcuffs. Once 
in the interview room. Agent McLaughlin related she was immediately handcuffed to a wall. Agent 
McLaughlin, however, denied struggling at any time with Detective Owens. Agent McLaughlin 
further related she later learned from her son that he was again questioned briefly by Detective 
Owens after she was taken into custody. Agent McLaughlin denied the allegations against her and 
further denied even making any unintentional physical contact with Detective Owens during this 
incident. Agent McLaughlin explained that her criminal case was dropped when Detective Owens 
failed to show for court on several occasions. (Att. 110). 
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CONCLUSION: 

The Reporting Investigator recommends Allegation #1 against Police Agent Bridget 
McLaughlin, #15886, Unit 121, that she pushed then Detective Milton Owens several times with 
her hands, be Sustained. While the accounts provided by all involved differ in certain instances, the 
constant is that each allege Agent McLaughlin pushed and/or shoved Detective Owens in some 
manner more than once. Agent McLaughlin’s actions were unnecessary and out of line. While she 
was distraught over the questioning and implication of her son being involved in a plot to kill the 
recently deceased Sergeant Skroch and herself. Agent McLaughlin’s actions were unwarranted. 
Based on the lack of evidence to support Agent McLaughlin’s account, this allegation is clearly 
sustained. 


The Reporting Investigator recommends Allegation #2 against Police Agent Bridget 
McLaughlin, #15886, Uni^^^^ha^h^nhslmcted a homicide investigation by attempting to 
physically remove her son, without permission, be Unfounded. Agent 

McLaughlin on several occasions attempted to remove her son from the Area because she wanted the 
questioning terminated if her son, was not under arrest. Agent McLaughlin was allowed to 

leave the Area if her son was not under arrest, which he was not. While she was arrested for 
Obstruction based mainly on her behavior that resulted after she was asked to wait while the status of 
the investigation was determined, she was still free to leave and by her attempting to do so, she was 
not obstructing. Therefore, this allegation should be unfounded. 

The Reporting Investigator recommends Allegation #3 against Police Agent Bridget 
McLaughlin, #15886, Unit 121, that she was arrested for Battery to a Police Officer and Obstruction 
of Justice, be Sustained. The evidence clearly shows in the form of arrest and case reports, as well 
as court documents, that Agent McLaughlin was arrested and charged with Battery to a Police officer 
and Obstruction of Justice. While the charges were dismissed based on Detective Owens failure to 
appear in court, this allegation is still clearly sustained. 

The Reporting Investigator further recommends Police Agent Bridget McLaughlin, 
#15886, Unit 121, be cited for a Violation of Rule 2 in that on 05 August 2003, at approximately 
2345 hours, while at Area 2 Detective Division, her overall conduct brought discredit upon the 
Department and resulted in her arrest. Agent McLaughlin was unruly, belligerent and out of control 
on 05/06 August "2003, which ultimately resulted in her arrest. 

The Reporting Investigator finally recommends Police Agent Bridget McLaughlin, 
#15886, Unit 121, be cited for a Violation of Rule 14, in that during her statement with the Office of 
Professional Standards on 21 July 2004, she provided a false statement when she denied have any 
physical contact with then Detective Milton Owens. Furthermore, Agent McLaughlin’s account is 
completely different from the accounts provided by the others involved and present. Agent 
McLaughlin places Sergeant Walsh outside the inner office while she’s speaking to Commander 
Green. She further stated that when she attempts to leave the Commander’s office, she is given the 
direct order to leave the Area without her son; however, based on all accounts, including 
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Commander Green’s, Sergeant Walsh is in the inner office with them during this entire incident. 
Agent McLaughlin’s account of the incident is overly dramatic at times and clearly false. In 
addition. Agent McLaughlin denies struggling with Detective Owens after she is informed she is 
going to be arrested. This idea is preposterous considering Agent McLaughlin’s overall actions and 
conduct during this incident. 


The Reporting Investigator recommends Allegation #1 against Detective Milton 
pwens^^g8^Unittt0^iat he allowed Police Agent Bridget McLaughlin, #15886, Unit 121, and 
her to be unlawfully detained, be Unfounded. There is no evidence to 

support this allegation. Agent McLaughlin was asked to remain at the Area only until all of the 
parties were made fully aware of the facts of the case and investigation. Neither she nor her son were 
unlawfully detained, despite Agent McLaughlin’s allegation. Agent McLaughlin provides a false 
account of the incident; therefore, her allegation lacks credibility and this allegation should be 
unfounded.
